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“THE HUDSON HOUSE” 
507 South Sixth Street 
1871-1981 


An Indiana Victorian Italianate villa, cherished for its timeless 
quality, the Colonel Hudson 1871 house, has been selected for the 
1981 Designers Show House. It was regarded in the 1870's as one of 
Terre Haute's most handsome mansions. Indeed the label still applies 
today as it is well preserved as part of America's past history. 

Classic details of this popular 19th Century architecture are 
arresting. The changes with age have not detracted from the basic 
beauty of this fine home. Built over a century ago of brick and stone .. 
. high ceilinged . . . six period marble fireplaces ... walnut parquet 
floors ...a beautifully proportioned double door front entrance featur- 
ing a semi-circular transom and a classical Ionic portico giving the 
expression of a big welcome. Narrow rounded arched windows ... 
exuberant pillars with fine cornices ... tower... are overall whimsical 
charm of this distinctive home. 

Col. Robert М. Hudson, was the son of Edward Н. and Gatha (Hen- 
derson) Hudson, born in Brookville, Indiana on the 9th day of Novem- 
ber 1820. He came to Terre Haute in 1840 and was graduated from 
Asbury University (DePauw) in 1844. Col. Hudson achieved his ulti- 
mate goal as an attorney, became owner-editor and publsiher of the 
three local newspapers from 1856 until his retirement from journal- 
ism in 1875. He was a very prominent citizen, businessman and civic 
leader, nationally and locally for many years. Col. Hudson organized 
the 133га reg. Indiana Inf., while serving in the Civil War. He will 
best be remembered for his leadership and contribution toward the 
development of our city and state. Col. Hudson married Mary Villars 
Shaw of Vincennes in 1864, and to this union five children were born. 
Following the War, the Colonel and Mrs. Hudson had the elegant 
mansion, built by S. T. Reese on the corner of Sixth and Oak Streets, 
previously purchased by the Colonel in 1863. 

Col. Hudson’s ancestors were descents from an old stock of sea 
captains in England. They settled in Maryland with a “Hudson 
Grant” about 1670. The grant from England was a large parcel of 
land, twelve miles square, granted the family for services rendered 
the government in the Navy and Merchant Marines. The grant was 
held intact until Edward sold his part and came westward to Ken- 
tucky and on to Indiana where he settled. The Hudson men were all 
military men and highly honored gentlemen instrumental in the set- 
tling and development of the States. 

The home was bought in 1882 before Col. Hudson’s death in 1889, 
by Thomas Johns, a wealthy lumber man, known as the “Walnut King 
of the West”. Other owners were Benjamin G. Cox, a partner of Hul-

man & Со., who purchased the home in 1891 at public auction. In 
1918, Alfred M. Ogle a local coal operator, bought the home, when the 
Ogle family left Terre Haute the home was purchased by Paul N. 
Bogart in 1923, he was a local banker. The large mansion was always 
bursting and bubbly with activities as a family dwelling. 

In 1931, the Woman's Department Club purchased the home from 
Mr. Paul Bogart, which fullfilled a dream they never felt possible. The 
Club proceeded with remodeling and redecorating making it adapta- 
ble as a clubhouse and has been proudly cared for by the present 
owners. 

The Club graciously loaned the clubhouse and grounds to the 
Women's Service League of Union Hospital for their philanthropic 
project.

History of the House

This spectacular "rambling farm house" on a hillside 
setting in Deming Woods was built by Norman Liebbert 
in 1934-35 for Clarence J. and Gertrude Freeman. Miller 
and Yeager Architects of Terre Haute, tailored the home 
specifically after one in Princeton, New Jersey. 1985 
represents the "50" anniversary of this lovely home. 


The uniqueness of this home is immediately 
apparent upon arrival at its colonial entrance with its 
four large columns facing north, the back of the home is 
actually facing the 140 Hamilton Drive view. Once inside 
the entry hall, you are greeted by a graceful staircase 
and a beautiful slate floor. You will enjoy the lovely 
ornate ceiling molding in the entry, living room, and 
dining room. The family room boasts a ceiling of true 
artistic talent, with its sculpture-like floral effect. A view 
trom the living room, facing north toward a lovely 
Wooded area in Deming Park, gives a restful picture of 
Deming Park pond with its charming ducks. The first 


кор includes maid's room, laundry room, and 
porch. 


The second floor will reveal four bedrooms, including 
one master bedroom, two children's bedrooms, and 
one guest bedroom. There is also a den and game 
room, as well as four bathrooms. 


There are approximately twenty-five rooms or areas, 
rich with history and personality, to delight you on this 
tour. Features of interest include five bedrooms, seven 
bathrooms, six fireplaces, three stairways, four 
chimneys (which still bear the imprint of the original "Е" 
for Freeman), three car garage, circular driveway, 
gazebo іп the front yard, as well as a total of sixty-five 
windows. 

The property is part of the land granted in 1816 by 
James Madison, President of the United States, to Jacob 
Lane, a private in the Corps of Canadian Volunteers. 
The land was purchased by Demas Deming, Sr. in 1827. 

ле Deming Land Company, formed in 1901, began 
oling lots in the 72 acre Deming Woods Subdivision in 
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After the Freemans resided in the home, George F. 
Johnson, founder and president of Chesty Foods, and 
his wife, Marion D., purchased it in 1945. Along with 
their three children, they lived in this residence for 
eighteen years and made significant changes in the 
home. These changes included the living room as it is 
today, one large room with the big picture window, 
rather than two smaller rooms as had previously been 
constructed. The family room bar was added and the 
oak boards became a permanent fixture of the family 
room walls. The Johnsons made the conversion from 
coal to oil heat. 

James M. and Annie S. Kelly bought the home in 1963 
and with their six children, lived in it only eighteen 
months. Theta Kappa, Inc., a chapter of Lambda Chi 
Alpha Fraternity at Rose Polytechnic Institute bought 
the house from the Kellys in 1965, but, due to legal 
problems and zoning restrictions they were forced to 
sell. Professor Calvin R. Dyer and his wife Margaret B. 
subsequently bought the home in 1972 and lived in it 
with their four children. The Dyers made the conversion 
from oil to gas heat. In 1980 they sold part of the land 
on the property and new construction has taken place. 

The present owners, John P. and Sharon L. Woelfle 
purchased the home, including four acres and a pond, 
in 1983. The Woelfle's and their three children, who 
attend DeVaney School and West Vigo Elementary 
School, have graciously lent their home for the Seventh 
Designers Show House.

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The pool terrace is designed to integrate the striking 
pool form into the overall context of the site. Strong 
sweeping lines blend the rear terrace with the pool 
deck and rolling contours of the rear yard. Two large 
existing trees anchor the west end of the composition 
while a brick detailed terrace addition terminates the 
east. The eastern terrace addition interlocks around the 
existing brick terrace projecting the space into the rear 
yard. Future access from the screen porch will establish 
a strong relationship between the terrace and the 
interior dining spaces. The terrace extensions are 
designed to blend with the existing terrace providing 
additional mass to balance the new pool. The terrace is 
sufficient to provide for elegant entertaining on a grand 
scale yet broken into areas that accomodate more 
intimate socializing. Low limestone drywalls to the 
entry landscape at the front door to the terrace. 
Professional designed outdoor lighting system spots 
the mood for evening entertaining or a late swim. The 
east terrace provides a retreat for adults when the kids 
enjoy the pool, perhaps a little too loudyly. The 
"dramatic playstructure" from creative playgrounds 
adds recreation options in the yard, sturdy enough for 
young and old alike. 

Planting areas emphasize low maintenance 
selections to minimize upkeep. Repetition of plant 
varieties throughout the design unites the 
widespreading poolside terrace. Key specimen 
dogwoods have been transplanted from elsewhere on 
the site to provide immediate garden impact. A 
specimen Red Jade Weeping Crab adjacent to the brick 
detailed steps echoes the weeping form of the 
flowering cherry near the upper pool and waterful. 
Environmental art by sculptor Charles Gibson adds 
refined detail to the garden reflecting the grace of the 
cascading branches of two weeping plant forms. 
Extensive use of evergreen ground cover pulls the 
garden together while providing opportunities for 
seasonal color; tulips and daffodils in the spring 
followed by hostas, miniature and standard daylilies 
and other late spring and early summer flowering 
perennials followed by fall chrysanthamums. The 
custom designed fence provides a foil for summer 
flowering vines including clematis. Bittersweet and 
fleeceflower.

1985 DESIGNERS SHOW HOUSE PROCEEDS 
EOUIPMENT TO BE PURCHASED 


The proceeds from the 1985 Designers Show House 
will be used to purchase a mobile х-гау unit for Union 
Hospital. 

The mobile х-гау unit is а battery powered unit 
designed for bedside radiographic examinations. The 
unit is used in virtually all areas of the hospital but 
principally in Surgery, Emergency Room, Coronary Care 
and Intensive Care. The equipment is used when an x- 
ray is needed but the condition of the patient makes it 
undesirable to move the patient. The mobile x-ray unit 
is then brought to the patient's bedside and used. 

The Hospital does approximately 4,500 mobile x-ray 
procedures per year, and is in need of replacing an old 
machine purchased in 1962. 

The new mobile x-ray equipment has many 
advantages over present equipment: 

l. The equipment has its own battery pack which 
powers the drive motor thus eliminating the pulling 
of the equipment by technologist. 

2. The battery pack also operates the x-ray tube, thus 
eliminating electrical cord runs across hallways, and 
eliminating difficulty in finding available outlets for 
electrical services. 

3. The unit has two (2) safety features which help to 
control accidents; the unit produces a beeping 
sound to alert someone that the unit is moving 
down the hallway, and the unit has an emergency 
bumper that stops the unit if it runs into a person or 
object. 

4. The mobile x-ray unit is only 23 inches wide so that 
it is easily maneuverable in a patient's room or 
between patient beds. 

5. The Tech-Mobile X-ray unit has a remote collimator 
field light switch that allows the technologist to 
check the patient's positioning from the main 
control panel of the unit and this feature is 
particularly beneficial for pediatric patients.
